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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 
and Sewer Commissioners 


Organization—The Selectmen organized on January 16, 1933, 

with Charles P. Roundy, Chairman, Willis D. 
McLean, Clerk, John J. Easton, Thomas B. Ahearn and John 
Dalton, associate members. During the year thirty-four regular 
and twenty-four special meetings have been held. 


Finances—The total net bonded debt at this date is $502,500, 

having been reduced $68,000 during the year. The 
ratio of net bonded debt to the 1933-assessed valuation ($14,497, 
693) is 2.9 or $69.00 per capita. Outstanding short term borrow- 
ings in anticipation of 1933 revenue amount to $100,000. The 
last short term loan was made on December 6th at an interest 
rate of 3% per annum compared with 514% early in the year, 
and reflects the improved financial condition of the Town re- 
sulting from a reduction in this year’s appropriations of approxi- 
mately $100,000, without increasing the bonded debt. The 
Excess and Deficiency account, which serves as a reserve against 
uncollected taxes, shows a credit balance of $84,052.67, an increase 
of $13,020.07 during the year. We believe every effort should 
be made to increase this account, not only as a reserve against 
uncollected taxes, but if increased sufficiently from year to year, 
short term borrowings can be reduced and might ultimately be 
eliminated. } 


The position of uncollected taxes against the 1932 and prior 
years’ levies is not as favorable, there being $53,913.88 uncollected 
at this date compared with $30,922.78 last year. Approximately 
916% of the 1932 levy remains uncollected but collections of , 
current year’s taxes show some improvement over last year. It is 
clearly evident that a considerable portion of our citizens find it 
difficult to meet their tax bills. Continued economy in all Town 
functions and services, therefore, is imperative.

Valuations—During the year, the Assessors reduced all building 

valuations approximately 20%, thereby bringing 
the assessed valuations of this class of property more in line with 
current fair cash values. We are advised that there are sub- 
stantial claims for abatements filed with the Assessors. Unless 
compromised, these claims are likely to be tried before the Board 
of Tax Appeals and to the extent that they are allowed, next 
year’s tax levy will be increased accordingly. The filing of these 
claims may indicate that the assessed valuations are still too high 
and we are of the opinion that further study should be made to 
the end that assessed valuations in all cases shall correctly and 
equably reflect fair cash values. 


Administration—We have endeavored to coordinate Town 

activities wherever practicable. In this con- 
nection we effected certain consolidations of appointments and 
re-arrangements of duties within the Fire Department. A _per- 
manent Chief was appointed to whom was also assigned the duties 
of Inspector of Wires, Town Electrician, Petroleum Inspector 
and Superintendent of the Fire Alarm System. Substantial 
savings to the Town and improved service have resulted. We 
believe these administrative changes should be continued and 
that other Town activities should receive further study so that 
all necessary services shall be rendered in the most economical 
manner possible. 


Welfare Relief—Expenditures for Welfare Relief increased 

$5,975.40 over last year, but due to direct cash 
reimbursements from the Federal Government totaling $9,548.13 
(of which $4,810.49 was appropriated for Welfare Relief and 
$4,757.64 was transferred to Excess and Deficiency) the net mone- 
tary cost to the Town has been $30,483.24. With the inaugura- 
tion of the Civil Works Administration of November 16, 1933, 
and the allocation to Walpole of $28,478.78 in Federal funds to 
date, it has been possible to provide work on economically sound 
projects for 263 Walpole citizens, of whom 82 were taken from the 
Welfare list. The Welfare problem is exceedingly complicated 
and difficult, and will require continued careful study to the end 
that necessary relief shall be provided with consideration to the 
taxpayer upon whom these large expenditures must fall. There 
are indications that Federal aid to municipalities in their Welfare 
work will be continued during at least part of next year, the cost 
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of which will be reflected in increased Federal, rather than in 
local, taxes. Soldiers’ Relief expenditures were $2,727.88, an 
increase of $1,095.96 over last year. All recipients of Welfare 
and Soldiers’ Relief, when physically able, were required to per- 
form services in the Public Works Department, in return for the 
relief extended. 


Town Report—This Town Report has been re-arranged and 

an attempt has been made to condense it without 
omitting essential information and records. Certain difficulties 
prevented further condensation this year that we believe can 
advantageously be effected. We suggest that additional efforts 
in this respect should be made next year. We also recommend 
that the distribution of this Town Report shall be from a central 
place in each precinct, the Reports to be available for those that 
call for them. This procedure should eliminate considerable 
duplication and waste unavoidable when they are delivered, as 
formerly. 


Sewer—With an outfall sewer completed, except for about 2,000 

feet, it seemed advisable to present to the Town for its 
consideration, the possibility of completing it and the construc- 
tion of laterals to relieve situations in the Center and in East 
Walpole which are serious menaces to the general health of the 
community. The National Industrial Recovery Act provided 
that approved municipal projects could receive a Federal Grant 
amounting to 30% of the cost of labor and materials and a Federal 
loan for the balance, payable in 30 years, at 4% interest. Accor- 
dingly an application for a loan and grant totaling $125,000 was 
prepared and at the December 11th Special Town Meeting the 
necessary vote was passed authorizing filing this application and 
directing that the project should be commenced upon receipt of 
the loan and grant by the Town. The sewer extensions contem- 
plated under the Federal loan and grant include the completion 
of the main outfall sewer and the construction of 3:8 miles of 
lateral sewers, covering the sections of Walpole Center and East 
Walpole previously referred to, and adjacent areas, the sewering 
of which can be more economically done at this time. 

At the December 11th Town Meeting it was also voted to 
adopt a general sewer plan, the Town Counsel advising that this 
action was necessary before entrance fees to the manufacturers 
and assessments on abutters could be made. It will be the duty 
of next year’s Board, in their capacity as sewer commissioners, 
to fix the rate of front foot assessment, and to collect the entrance 
fees from the manufacturers now using the outfall sewer. In 
accordance with the vote of the Town on March 2, 1931, one- 
half of the cost of the Sewer System is to be paid by the Town and 
the other half is to be assessed on the persons or properties bene- 
fited, this assessment to be at a uniform rate per foot of frontage 
on sewered streets. 
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In the event that grants under the Civil Works Administration 
are discontinued, this sewer project, if Federal approval is ob- 
tained for it, will relieve our unemployment situation with result- 
ant savings in the Welfare Department and in Soldiers’ Relief. 


Water Department—Maturing Water debt in the amount of 

$13,000.00 was appropriated by ‘Town 
Meeting from general taxation but notwithstanding this assist- 
ance, the Department had a deficit for the year of $1,688.17. We 
suggest that consideration be given to increasing the water rev- 
enue through the sale of water outside the Town limits, provided 
adequate safeguards to the Town can be obtained. 


Personnel—We express our sincere thanks and appreciation 

for the splendid cooperative spirit that has existed 
among the elected and appointed Town Officials, their employees, 
and the various Town Committees. We particularly appreciate 
the whole-hearted cooperation of those directly responsible to 
us who have carried increased burdens willingly and who have 
performed their duties efficiently. 


Summary—Difficult conditions and problems faced us during 

the entire year. Notwithstanding that the feeling 
of utter despair early in the year has given way to a well-grounded 
hope that a better day is dawning, serious problems will continue 
to face municipalities particularly for some time to come. Direct 
and indirect Federal and State taxes are becoming increasingly 
more burdensome. The value of real estate seems likely to be 
comparatively slow in returning to higher levels. It behooves the 
towns, therefore, to keep local taxation at the very minimum, 
thereby off-setting insofar as possible the tendency toward higher 
Federal and State taxes and to relieve the heavy tax burden on 
real estate. 


We have attempted in this report to present such facts as may 
enable the citizens to obtain some understanding of the present 
condition of the Town’s finances and the major activities of the 
year. Following this report will be found the detailed reports 
of the various Departments, Town Officers and Committees.

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REPORT OF N.R.A. GENERAL CHAIRMAN 


To the Citizens of Walpole: 


As Chairman of The Walpole National Recovery Committee I 
wish to submit the following summarized report. 

Early in August President Roosevelt issued a call for the cooper- 
ation of every industry and individual to get behind the National 
Recovery Act, outlining its features and benefits, establishing an 
organization to reach every individual in the United States that 
all might enjoy the benefits of this great act to rehabilitate our 
Country. 

On August 14th, a special Town Meeting was called. In the War- 
rant the following article was inserted. ‘“‘To see if the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate or transfer a certain sum to be used 
with additional sums transferred from Expense Accounts to Salary 
accounts within the various departments for the restoration from 
August 1, 1933 of one half the reductions in the salary rates made 
effective April 1, 1933, said sum to be allocated to various Salary 
Accounts by The Department Heads, with the approval of the 
Selectmen, School Committee and Trustees of the Publie Library, 
within their respective jurisdiction or do or act anything in re- 
lation thereto.” 

Mr. Charles P. Roundy Chairman of the Board of Selectmen 
presented the following motion ‘That the Town Appropriate 
or transfer the sum of $4200. to be used with additional sums 
transferred from Expense Accounts to Salary Accounts within 
the various departments for the restoration from August 1, 1933 
of one half the reductions in the salary rates made effective April 
1, 1933, said sum to be allocated to various Salary Accounts by 
The Department Heads, with the approval of the Selectmen, 
School Committee and Trustees of the Public Library, within 
their respective jurisdictions.’ This motion was carried. 

Mr. John J. Easton then presented a motion that a letter be 
sent the President, informing him of the cooperative action on 
behalf of the town of Walpole, This motion was also carried.

Through the prompt action taken at the August Town Meeting, 
Walpole was the first Town in the country to be enrolled under 
the N.R.A. banner as a municipality. This fact was broadcast 
throughout the country in the Press and over the Radio many 
times. The enviable position gained by Walpole will be more 
fully appreciated as time goes on and the realization of a new era 
which has dawned is more completely attained.

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REPORT OF LOCAL CIVIL WORKS ADMINIS- 
TRATOR | 


Herewith a brief-report as Civil Works Administrator and Cer- 
tifying Officer of Civil Works projects in Walpole. | 

By virtue of being Chairman of the Welfare Board, it was de- 
creed by Federal Authority that I serve in the aforementioned 
capacities. 

Nov. 20, 1933, the Selectmen, ably represented by the Chair- 
man and Clerk together with the Town Ener. and majority of the 
Welfare Board, attended the meeting in Boston to assist inaugura- 
ting what appears at this time to be a program, which as time goes 
on will prove a means to bring us through the hard times exper- 
ienced in the last four years. 

After instructions from the State Administrator, projects were 
in order. Your Selectmen, Town Engr. and Welfare Board held 
several meetings to advance same. Action was the foreword, 
four projects were approved by the State at 5:15 P. M. Nov. 24th. 
the same night seventy-one men taken from Welfare and Soldier’s 
Relief lists also other worthy citizens were placed to report for 
work Nov. 25th. On Nov. 26th a Federal Re-employment Agent 
was installed at the Town Hall, who has handled all applications 
and placements to date. 

The Federal allowance for Walpole was originally $18,376. 
While other towns appeared to be lagging in submitting projects, 
Walpole went ahead, secured approval of additional projects so. 
that we will receive the benefit of approximately $29,000. of Feder- 
al Funds. 

All worthwhile projects were advanced and I, in my capacity 
as Local Administrator, was pleased to approve any that meant 
jobs for the unemployed. 

Activities of the C.W.A. are fresh in the minds of most of our 
citizens, yet I desire to stress the fact that Walpole’s representa- 
tives were keen to enter into the spirit of the movement and par- 
take of their due allowance of Federal funds. 

Nominal expenses were incurred by the Town in getting pro- 
jects started. Each head or member of the various Depts. were 
on the job to put the program in effect. 3 

Town Treas. Whiting is the Disbursing Officer, which office 
entails much additional work, but with his own job he is carrying 
on his increased duties cheerfully and efficiently. 

Congratulations to the Board of Selectmen, the Town Engineer 
and others who have worked untiringly doing their part to bring 
us to more prosperous times.

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REPORT ON COMMUNITY GARDENS 


To Charles P. Roundy, Chairman of the Selectmen: 


The following report summarizes the history, objectives and results of the 1933 Community 
Garden Project. 


History—Last April you suggested that in view of the large number of our citizens on the welfare 

and unemployment lists, and the previous favorable experience of a number of towns 
and cities with garden projects, it would be desirable for the Town to give organized support to 
gardening during the season then beginning. This idea was supported by the other members of 
your Board, and you immediately took preliminary steps to formulate plans in detail. 

You called a meeting on May Ist, at which gardening plans were discussed by a group which 
included the Town Engineer, Chairman of the Welfare Board, the County Agent and a number of 
interested citizens. You appointed a Committee consisting of L. E. Vose, E. M. Ricker and J. A. 
Valentine to work out the details of the proposed project. The garden work during the rest of 
the season was under the general supervision of this Committee, cooperating with the Welfare 
Board, the Town Engineer, the Norfolk County Agricultural Schoo! and various urganizations 
assisted in the work. 

The Committee investigated the history and results of similar projects carried out in other 
towns in previous years, and found particularly helpful the advice of Professor Cole of Massachu- 
setts State College, who had cooperated in the development of many of the municipal garden 
projects. 

Objectives—The objectives of the garden project were thus defined: 

(1) To provide outdoor work for men on the welfare and unemployed lists, and their families, 

supplementing but not replacing the work done on other unemployment projects. 

| (2) To provide additional food to be distributed under the direction of the Welfare Board, either 

as fresh vegetables or as canned products for later use. 

(3) To organize canning operations to utilize any products from these gardens not needed for 

immediate consumption. 

Two Types of Gardens—It was decided that these objectives could best be attained if two types 
of gardens were promoted: 

(1) Gardens operated by individuals, either on their own land or on plots supplied to them, the 

produce of which would go to the gardener. 

(2) A community garden, the produce of which would go to and be distributed hy the Welfare 

Board. 

To provide for the needs ot individual gardeners, Mr. Ricker developed a plan for gardens 
50’ x 100’, designed to supply fresh vegetables to a family of average size during the growing season, 
with a substantial surplus for canning. Seeds to plant such gardens were secured and about thirty 
lots of such seeds, each sufficient to plant an entire garden, were secured and distributed. 

The use of two plots of garden land, each containing about one acre, was donated by Mr. H. P. 
Plimpton and Mr. Everett Boyden. These pieces provided space for fifteen gardens. Mr. E. A. 
Cobb donated the use of approximately 3.4 acres of land near the Norfolk County Agricultural 
School. A few plots in this piece were assigned to individual gardeners, but most of it was utilized 
as a community garden. 

The Agricultural School plowed, harrowed and limed the Cobb land without charge. Part 
of the work on the Plimpton and Boyden pieces were also donated. 

All land was thoroughly limed, harrowed and fertilized after plowing, which was necessary, 
as these pieces had not been is use for some time. 

Those who cultivated individual plots for their own use of course furnished their own labor. 
A substantial amount of the labor on the community garden was done by those working out welfare 
benefits, and in addition a considerable amount of paid labor was employed. All the paid labor 
was done by men on the welfare and unemployed lists. 

Expenses were met by welfare and other available funds, plus an appropriation of $300.00 
made directly to this project by the Town. 


Total expenses were as follows:

Resulits—About fitty individual gardeners were helped in various ways by providing fertilizer, | 


land or seed. This included both those who cultivated plots at or near their homes, and 
those (about fifteen in number) to whom land was supplied on the plots above mentioned. 
No record was kept of the amount of vegetables raised on these private plots, but inspections 
from time to time indicated that the quantity was very substantial. 


From the community garden on the Cobb land, approximately the following products were 
secured: 
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From the green beans, 678 No. 2 cans were put up, the remainder being distributed for im- 
mediate use. From the tomatoes, 1,291 No. 3 cans were put up, the remainder being distributed. 


Cooperating Organizations and Individuals—Organizations which contributed time and resources 
to the canning project included the following: 

American Legion Auxiliary; Church Aid, Union Congregational Church, East Walpole; Fores- 
ters—East Walpole; Foresters—Walpole; Grange; Ladies’ Auxiliary—Hibernians—East Walpole; 
Ladies’ Auxiliary—Hibernians—Walpole; Ladies’ Catholic Benevolent Association; Lend-a-Hand 
Club; Lodena Rebekah Lodge. Mother’s Club; St. Cecelia Society; Taunton Gas Company; Union 
Congregational Church, East Walpole; Woman's Association of United Church; Woman’s Club. 

Mr. E. M. Ricker contributed much time and work. Mr. Salter and Mr. Hoyt of the school 
staft also assisted in planning and supervising the garden work. Particular credit is due to Miss 
Howe. our County Demonstration Agent, for her very fine work in organizing and supervising 
the canning project. 

The good crops secured in the community garden were due in very substantial part to the close 
attention and large amount of work devoted to this garden by Mr. W. E. Yeaton who acted as 
working foreman during a good part of the summer. 

Others who co-operated most helpfully included the Town Engineer, the Chairman of the Wel- 
fare Board, the Superintendent of Schools, Mr. George A. Plimpton, and Miss Doris Maxfield. 
Mrs. Hart and Miggfowne of the Welfare Board were also most helpful in handling many essential 
details. : 
Conclusions:—My experience with this project in 1933 leads me to the following conclusions: 

(1) It will be desirable to encourage and support in 1934, and perhaps indefinitely, individual 
garden plots, the produce of which will go to the gardener and his family. 

(2) If unemployment remains serious, as it apparently will for at least a considerable part of 
this year, and welfare demands remain heavy, it will be desirable to consider the advisability of 
another community garden this season. If the same land were used, or other land under good 
cultivation were secured, the expense for liming and fertilizing would probably be considerably 
less than in 1933. 

(3) Plans should be under way at an early date, not later than March 1, for any garden work 
that is to be promoted this year. The 1933 project was handicapped by a late start. 

(4) If there is a community garden, there should be a paid working supervisor, preferably 
selected from the welfare or unemployment lists, to organize and direct the work and to devote 
such time to it as may be required. 

(5) Whether it will be desirable to pay other workers on the garden, or to allow recipients of 
welfare aid to work out their benefits, will probably depend upon the unemployment situation. 
As compared with buying vegetables, there is no economy in operating a community garden with 
hired labor, but if work must be created, a limited amount of it can be created in this way and this 
possibility deserves consideration.

Report of the Town Engineer 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 


I herewith submit the report of the Town Engineer for the 
vear ending December 30, 1938. 

Due to the decrease in our appropriations and the careful plan- 
ning required thereby, the past year has been very interesting. 
It has also been gratifying to me to he able to live within the re- 
duced appropriations and to have sufficient balances in December 
to transfer for various needs that could not have been anticipated 
at the beginning of the year, rather than to have to draw from our 
Excess and Deficiency account. 

During the last of November, when the Civil Works Program 
was effected by our President, many towns were obliged to delay 
their projects due to the lack of funds and I am very pleased to 
state that Walpole’s Welfare and unemployed men were placed to 
work the next day after our program was approved. 


Aighway Department 


With the exception of a few sidewalks, this department has 
completed all the work planned for the year. These sidewalks 
offer work for next year and will reduce the amount of money 
required for this program correspondingly. 

By securing additional funds from the Commonwealth we 
extended our program from that originally planned on Washington 
St., High Plain St., and Common Street. A non-skid surface 
was applied to Washington Street from Common Street to the 
Foxboro line. Various methods and binders were used and [| feel 
that this surface will hold and preserve this road tor some time, 
regardless of the fact that most of the work was experimental. 
Common and High Plain Streets, to the end of this year’s con- 
struction, are water bound macadam, twenty-four feet wide, 
with proper drainage provided. !t will be necessary to ask for 
appropriations this coming year to finish these streets and I have 
the assurance that the State will again co-operate. 

Most of our surface treatment or oiling was changed this year 
to honing. This type of surface treatment consists of the appli- 
cation of a proper bitumal with either sand or stone for cover. 
A honing machine is then dragged back and forth causing the 
low places to be filled and the high places to be cut off. After 
the dragging is satisfactory, stone or sand is then used as a cover 
course. 

The following streets were so treated. Stone Street from Main 
to Ellis Street, School St. from Common to East Street, Grover 
Street, Prospect Street, Lake Avenue, West Street from Main to 
Norfolk Street, Hemlock Street, Hast Street from Short Street 
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to Bird’s Box Factory, four hundred fifty feet on the Sharon end 
of Pine Street, Lewis Avenue from the Neponset River to the 
end, Union Street from Pleasant St. to Walcott Avenue and Dia- 
mond Street. This treatment results in a better riding road, 
leaves clean shoulders and has met with much approval from the 
citizens. 


/ 

Front Street, from West St. to Common Street, was constructed 
this year and is penetrated macadam with a long life. 

The following sidewalks were completed; Riverside Place, 
Stone Street, in front of the Blackburn Memorial Building, Pros- 
pect St., Grover St., Main Street from Front St. to Common St. 
and Washington and Water St. corner at South Walpole. Curbs 
were added on Grover and Prospect Streets. The rounding of 
the sharp curve on Washington and Water Streets made possible 
the removal of the silent policeman there resulting in a permanent 
saving in the operating cost of the same. The rounding of the 
corner at Neponset and Summer Street. South Walpole helps to 
eliminate a hazardous condition that existed there. 


The crushing plant was maintained and operated in the same 
location on Washington Street, furnishing all the stone used this 
year with the exception of the small stone used for surface treat- 
ment. 


Mr. William Sheehan was appointed mechanic at the town’s 
garage and is in charge of the new blacksmith shop which affords 
a saving as it eliminated the cost of hiring work done outside. 


The abolition of White’s Crossing was completed in the early. 
spring. The new way is twenty-four feet wide and is treated 
with a non-skid surface. 


Snow removal and sanding of icy pavements have been carried 
out as best as could be done with the small appropriations avail-. 
able for these purposes. Many complaints have been registered 
but it is impossible to give the same service on the appropriation 
granted this year, as was given when two or three times as much 
money was appropriated in the past. With the exception of our 
tractor plow the snow removal equipment is in excellent condition. 
It would be good economy to replace this tractor plow with a 
more modern type. | 

One of the C.W.A. projects was the erection of new buildings 
at the Public Works Department which enabled me to tear down 
the old barn on Washington Street thereby establishing all the 
departments at one centralized point. 


Tree Department and insect Pest Extermination 


In the early spring the nests of the brown tail moth were creo- 
soted but we were not able to follow this up with spraying due 
to the loss of the appropriation. Many complaints resulted and 
the section of North Walpole that I mentioned in last year’s re- 
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port became so badly infested that the State put men im this 
area and considerable work was done by the State forces. 

Young maples were planted in various parts of the town, prin- 
cipally on Washington Street from Short Street southerly. The 
town forest and game preserve were patrolled as in previous years 
to guard against fires particularly in the early fall. 


Repairs to Public Buildings 


This department has been operated on a maintenance program 
solely. No major repairs could be made notwithstanding several 
are badly needed. The roof of the Stone School is in bad condi- 
tion and considerable damage to ceilings has resulted. Due to 
the appropriation for miscellaneous repairs for the unemployed 
we were able, however, to paint the entire outside of the Bird 
School, High School, Central Fire Station and the inside of the 
South Walpole Fire Station. Certain necessary drainage at 
the High School was performed under a C.W.A. project which 
remedies a very bad condition that existed there. 


Health Department 


This very important department of the town was, as in previous 
years, under the excellent administration of Dr. William H. 
Maguire. His performance of the duties encumbent upon the 
office are indeed commendable and his promptness and willing- 
ness to perform these duties are greatly appreciated by me. His 
detailed report appears elsewhere in this report. 


Purchasing Department 


As in previous years, this important department has resulted 
in consolidating purchases with substantial saving to the town, 
more especially so this year, when prices were far from uniform. 
It has been interesting to note also, that by careful study and 
effectively canvassing various suppliers estimated costs for various 
projects have been cut with resultant savings to the taxpayer. 


Water Department 


Very little new work was done in this department during the 
year. We have operated generally on a maintenance basis only. 
With the exception of the sixty wells, referred to in my last year’s 
report, which should be cleaned, this department is in excellent 
condition. Under constant inspection the machinery and equip- 
ment have been maintained at a high point of efficiency. 

During the past year the department has laid new mains on 
Congress Street and Neponset Street in South Walpole. 

Under the Civil Works program the department also laid a six 
inch extension of 900 feet on Coney Street, a six inch main on 
Federal Street, two hundred feet of 6” main on Main Street near 
the Norwood line and are at this date engaged in laying 1020 
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feet of 6” pipe on Gould Avenue and 600 feet on High Plain Street. 
A detail of the cost to the town of all C.W.A. projects will be 
found later in this report. 


Unembloyment 


Again this year the unemployment of our citizens has required © 
considerable attention. Our available funds were insufficient 
to take care of the number of men who applied for employment. 
The adoption of the N.R.A. by our industries fortunately re- 
lieved us of many applicants and at a time when we would be 
obliged to discharge all of these men, the Civil Works program 
came into effect relieving us 100% for the time being. 


Civil Works Program 


On November 16th members of the Board of Selectmen, the 
Board of Public Welfare and myself attended a meeting at the 
State House on the program of the Civil Works Administration. 
Following this meeting, at which time I learned our allotment of 
Federal funds was $18,376.00, we immediately prepared and for- 
warded projects to the approving officers. A great deal of addi- 
tional work was thrust upon us and it was necessary to obtain 
the services of an extra clerk to perform the duties required by 
the rules and regulations of the C.W.A. program. Miss Nellie 
O’Brien was appointed by the Welfare Board to this temporary 
position. , 

418 applications for employment were received and 255 men 
and 8 women were placed at work upon the various C.W.A. pro- 
jects. In obtaining the approval for our projects, it was required 
that the Town supply a certain amount of the materials required 
and at a special Town meeting held December 11th, the town — 
transferred from various accounts the sum of $6,159.75 for this 
purpose. 


In the selection of our C.W.A. projects the possible saving 
of future town expenditures were taken into account and I feel . 
that the nature of Walpole’s projects are decidedly worthwhile 
and will result in substantial future savings to the taxpayers. - 
A list of the projects follow showing the proportion of the expenses 
borne by the Town and the Federal Government. The funds 
allocated to the Town by the Federal Government are direct 
grants and do not have to be repaid.

Sewer Department 

The preparation of proper articles for the consideration of the 
town in adopting a plan and authorizing the Sewer Commissioners 
to proceed with the lateral sewer construction under the National 
Recovery Act was the chief endeavor of this department this vear. 
Now that the town has voted affirmatively on both of these mat- 
ters it will be necessary to prepare the proper application forms, 
draw up the rules and regulations and install an office system so 
that this department may properly function when the additional 
sewer construction is compieted. Our application to the Federal 
Government for the necessary grant and loan has been made and 
if acted favorably on the following streets will have lateral sewers

Parks and Playgrounds 


In the early part of the year considerable fill was placed in 
Memorial Park in the rear of the Blackburn Memorial Building. 
Shrubs donated by Mr. P. R. Allen were planted in the area at 
the corner of East and Diamond Streets. This marked the only 
work of this department other than maintenance. The approval 
of a C.W.A. project for additional fill at Memorial Park was 
obtained December 5th, the fill to be obtained from the rear of 
the High School and High Plain Street. This work is now pro- 
ceeding. 

The parks in the Centre and at South Walpole were given the 
same attention as in previous years. 


Under the maintenance of School Grounds other than the usual 
care, the only work done was the levelling of the baseball diamond 
at the Boyden School and the completion of the circular drive 
at the Bird School. 


The appropriation made for the cleaning of the Fales Wood Lot 
resulted in the delivery of $1,140.00 worth of wood to Welfare 
recipients, as well as remedying a very severe fire hazard which 
existed there. 

in closing, I desire to thank the Board of Selectmen, Mrs. 
Willis, my secretary, Mrs. Hart our clerk and Miss O’Brien, our 
temporary clerk, my foreman and other employees who by their 
splendid co-operation and encouragement have made this a very 
pleasant and constructive year.

REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF SWIMMING POOL 


To F. F. Labby, Town Engineer: 


My report as supervisor of the Memorial Park swimming pool 
follows: 


The pool was opened on June 29 and closed on Labor Day, 
September 4, with the usual swimming meet. 

The attendance decreased somewhat this year due to the re- 
striction of the use of the pool to townspeople. Total attendance 
was 9,979. 900 difierent individuals enjoyed the use of the pool. 

Mrs. Chester Gove’s work as Matron was efficient and effective. 

Under the direction of the Walpole Chapter of the Red Cross 
77 boys and fgirls were passed on the Beginners Test, 19 were 
passed in the Swimmers Tezt, 23 were passed in Junior Life Saving 
and 16 were passed on Reviewed in Senior Life Saving. 

May I, again, express my appreciation to those who helped. 
in any way to make the season a success at the pool.

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 


In the matter of public health, conditions have been about 
normal during the year 1938 with the exception of one rather 
severe scarlet fever epidemic during the early part of the year. 
As it was necessary to hospitalize several of these cases the cost 
for contagious diseases has been abnormally high. In fact, it 
was necessary to secure an additional amount for our budget. 


After continual hammering for several years for a sewer system, 
it seems that 1934 will see the installation of sewer laterals to take 
care of the worst areas of the town. I believe the Federal Gov- 
ernment has alloted $125,000 for this construction. 


The dental clinic has continued its good work the past year. 
It might be of interest to the citizens to know that ours is con- 
sidered a model clinic by the State Department of Public Health 
and the Forsyth Training School for Dental Nurses. In fact, 
the Training School sends their pupils here for instructions. 


The milk, animal and plumbing inspectors have performed 
their duties efficiently as heretofore.

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REPORT OF THE MILK INSPECTOR 


To Dr. Wilham H. Maguire, Health Officer, 


In 1988 the Health Department, Division of Milk and Dairy 
Inspection, issued fifteen permits and fifty-five licenses to sell 
milk or cream. Thirty-three of these licenses were issued to 
stores and restaurants. 


One license to maintain an establishment for the pasteuriza- 
tion of milk was issued and one such license revoked. Such a 
license is for twelve months from the date of issue and the one 
revoked had been issued in 1932. Revocation was because of 
unsanitary conditions and failure to properly pasteurize. 


All license fees totaling thirty-six dollars and fifty cents were 
collected and turned over to the Town Treasurer. One applica- 
tion for a license was refused because the supply did not come 
within the required thirty mile radius of production. 


The usual inspection of dairies, barns, animals and analysis 
of milk samples has been made. Ninety-five samples of milk 
were tested for butter fat and total solids and seventy-five tests 
were made for keeping quality and sediment. Monthly tests 
are made by dealers of the milk supplied by their patrons. All 
above named tests are made as well as plate counts for bacteria in 
many instances. Bacteria counts for the Grade A milk supply 
are mandatory. The results of these tests are available to the 
Milk Inspector and copies of many are among my records. Such 
records are an excellent guide to the source of any trouble. 


The dairy farmer has felt the depression most keenly this past 
year. Very low prices and a falling off in consumption have 
combined to encourage “‘border line’’ practices which have called 
for more inspections than usual. Because of the recent State 
Dairy Farm Inspection Law, all dairy farms must be operated 
under a State Certificate after April 1, 1984. This law aims to- 
ward more uniform conditions of production and all who main- 
tain herds of more than two cows are classed as dairy farm owners. 
I anticipate very little effort on the part of most Walpole pro- 
ducers in order to qualify for the State Certificate. 


During the year the School Department continued to use the 
excellent milk supplied by the Norfolk County Agricultural School 
which maintained a Federal Accredited Herd of pure bred animals‘ 
known to be free of contagious abortion. An electric refrigeration 
system has recently been added to the equipment of the Agri- 
cultural School dairy. 


The Endean Farm, Mylod Street has enlarged its cow barn and 
built a modern dairy including an electric cooler. Tony Adams of 
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Neponset Street has erected a modern cow barn which also is 
supplemented by a very modern dairy equipped with electric 
refrigeration. ‘Those having electric refrigeration in addition 
to the above include Bock Brothers, Peterson Brothers of Pine 
Street, United Cooperative Society, The Norwood Dairy, The 
Modern Dairy, Neponset Valley Farm, and the Valley Farm of 
Dover as well as the two Boston dealers, H. P. Hood & Sons 
and the Whiting Milk Co. 

In all instances where samples of milk have been tested a report 
has been sent to the producer or distributor concerned. While 
not always the case, in most instances, the milk testing lowest 
in butter fat is the milk which sells for the lowest prices.

REPORT OF BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


Herewith the eighth annual report of the Board of Public Welfare. 
Since the fall of 1929, all should be acquainted with the trying 
duties encumbered on your Welfare Board. The past year has 
been exceptionally arduous, private agencies have about exhausted 
their resources. With a curtailed estimated appropriation, by 
dint of rigid economy, we have been able to keep within same. 
The stagger system of employment in the Town Eingineer’s office 
saved our Dept. a Jarger expenditure. 


The several benevolent. societies, although hard pressed with 
calls for assistance, have done noble work as in past years. 

Walpole has fared particularly well through the Red Cross 
and with the supply of clothing on hand, we are able to carry on 
for some time. Special mention and thanks should be extended 
to W. K. Gilmore & Sons for storage and handling over 400—2414 
bags of flour and their cooperation in distributing it. 


Your Committee on Community Gardens did a good job. Al- 
though $1172.97 was spent on the same, it was not a fajlure. It 
added to relief which may have been inadequate. However, a 
project of this kind in Walpole does not meet with the full appro- 
val of your Board. The tendency towards shorter working hours, 
any person provided with a garden plot and does not see fit to 
spade, plant and care for same should perforce be obliged to forego 
the produce of a garden. We believe it the duty of the individual 
to look after his own needs in this respect. A Community Gar- 
den, while furnishing work for town help and welfare recipients, 
we feel the time could have been used on more profitable projects. 


The Old Age Assistance law is right in theory, but as reported 
in Jast year’s town report, we are not wholly in accord with it. 
We are of the opinion that certain changes in the tenets of the 
law should be changed by legislative action. At present wehave 
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20 persons receiving this assistance. As time goes on and age 
of seventy is reached, more applications must be acted upon. 

The Town of Canton will pay an outstanding bill of $100. which 
is to be appropriated at their annual town meeting in March 1934. 
The Town of Chicopee is indebted to Walpole for about $200. 
It is almost impossible to collect same at this time owing to their 
poor financial standing. 

The Town Counsel is prosecuting a case against the Common- 
wealth involving aid rendered to, we believe a State case, if not 
the State, then the town of Framingham. 

Pursuance of the policy as of previous years, all persons phy- 
sically able, have worked out their allowance on town projects. 

The past year we have aided 195 adults, 226 children, 131 
families, 12 families in other towns, 15 State cases, 2 children at 
Mass. State Hospital School, 2 Children under Child Guardian- 
ship and 8 children at Italian Home, Jamaica Plain. 

Hospital, Doctors and Dentists bills have been exceptionally 
heavy the past year and we look for a continuance of same for 
ensuing year. 

With astounding changes in the times and laws pertaining to 
welfare aid, your Board must be on the alert at all times to safe- 
guard the Town’s money. | 

All recipients of Public Welfare and Soldier’s Relief, physically 
able, were placed on C. W. A. projects Nov. 24th 1933 and ex- 
penses from that date were reduced materially. These projects 
will carry on until Feb. 15, 1934. | The expected sewer construc- 
tion after that date and with optimism that times are approaching 
normalcy, this Department should show a decided decrease in 
expenditures and would therefore recommend that the sum of 
$27,950 for the Welfare Dept. and $9750. for Old Age Assistance 
be appropriated. 

A detailed account of finances relative to all activities of this 
Department will be found in Town Accountant’s report. 

Owing to cost of printing the town report, this account of the 
Welfare Board is necessarily brief. We are ever ready to hear 
the ery of affliction or need for help and will be pleased to answer 
all who may call on our Board at our regular meeting dates. 

We thank all Departments and citizens of the town for their 
splendid cooperation and advice and trusting that our Board 
may bear gently with the frailities of human nature, this report is

I would recommend that if this C.W.A. or N.R.A. works pro- 
gram continues, that a project for a new fire House be considered 
for Walpole Center. 


I am much pleased with the work under the C.W.A. in regards 
to the painting and repairing the fire apparatus which is well 
under way. 


Under the department of Education of the Commonwealth of 
Mass. and the Fire Chief’s Club of Mass. I have three men, one 
from each company, who have just completed a ten weeks course 
of firemen’s training of Brookline Fire School, which has been 
held every Saturday afternoon for the last ten weeks. 


On February 1, I was appointed to take over the duties of the 
Fire Chief, Forest Warden, Superintendent of Fire Alarms, Petro- 
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leum Inspector, Inspector of Wires, and Town Electrician, which 
I think has given the town a service worth while. 


Forest Fire Dept.—We had 25 forest, grass, and railroad fires 

this year and 2 out of town calls. You will 
note that this year our calls were very few and our fires small, 
thanks to the wet spring and fall and the help of the people of 
Walpole. As human carelessness is the fundamental cause of 
nearly all fires. 


I was very sorry that the town did not see fit to purchase a new 
forest fire truck for South Walpole, which is needed and i hope 
that we may find a way soon to purchase one. 


I want to thank Mr. Aaron Hill for the use of his tank truck as 
it had proved to be a great value for forest fire work. 


Fire Alarm Dept.—Gamewell Retifiers were installed this year 
in place of one set of B_ batteries which 
means a saving in Edison Current and longer life for batteries. 


Also a new Battery rack of the Gamewell type. 


I will have to have new cuplers for the batteries this coming 
year. Was sorry that the town did not see fit to install a fire 
alarm box at the corner of Walcott and Rhodes Ave. as it is very 
thickly settled. The nearest box to this location is Washington 
and Union St. East Walpole square. 


Wire Inspector I am pleased to report I have made 210 in- 
(for 11 months) —-spections of electrical work and have issued 
. 262 permits. I find that the work which is 
being done by license electricians is of the highest standard and 
recommend that the people of Walpole have license electrician 
do their work. As only recently we had a bad fire in this town 
from poor electric work, for which I found no permit issued. 


Town Elecctrician—I have had 76 work orders come through 
the town Engineers office and all the work 
has been done to the best advantage to the town.

The Board organized with William J. Sheehan, Chairman and 
John J. Fitzhenry, Secretary. Miss Ella B. Knobel was engaged 
as clerk for the year at a salary of $100.00. 


Hearings were held on petitions for zone changes from residential 
to mercantile and on recommendation of the Planning Board, 
the voters, at town meeting, approved the following changes: 


Property of Jeremiah Cali on the super highway. 
Property of Harvey Urmston on the super highwav. 


Property of Margaret I. Jarvis, south of Common street on 
the super highway. 


Property of Fred and Harold Miller, junction of High Plain 
Street and super highway. 


Property of Mary D. Fallon, junction of High Plain Street and 
super highway. 


Property of Adolph and Teofilia Tikofski, junction of High 
Plain Street and super highway. 


A change of zone, from residential to mercantile, affecting the 
property of John J. Easton, on the super highway, near the Fox- 
boro town line was approved by the voters, although not recom- 
mended by the Board. 


A hearing on a change of zone, from residential to mereantile> 
affecting the property of Benjamin and Maria Grognola, at the 
junction of High Plain Street and the Old Post Road was held 
and it was voted not to recommend the change. The petitioner 
did not go before a town meeting with his request. 
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At a special town meeting held July 17, it was voted to establish 
a fifty foot building line on the super highway. To carry out the 
intent of this vote the Planning Board recommended to the Board 
of Selectmen that all forms of construction, including gasoline 
tanks, be governed by the provisions of this set back, and that 
a clear yard of fifty feet be provided in front of all buildings or 
other structures. ; 


On the recommendation of the Board, acting with the Board of 
Seleetmen of Foxboro, for the elimination of the grade crossing 
on Washington Street, South Walpole, an appropriation of five 
hundred dollars ($500.00) was made at the Town Meeting, July 
17, to be used when and if the New Haven Railroad, the State, 
the County and the Town of Foxboro contributed amounts suffi- 
cient to total the estimated cost, which is about thirty five hun- 
dred dollars, ($8500.00). 


The revised Zoning map dated February 1933 as presented 
and adopted at the Town Meeting, July 17, was recommended 
by the Board, Copies of this map are available to anyone in- 
terested and may be secured at the office of the Town Engineer. 


The following sidewalk program is recommended for consider- 
ation when economically feasible: 


1—Curbing around second Common. 
2 Elm Street-—from West Street to East Street, 500 feet. 


3 —'To finish, fill and build retaining wall on Elm Street in order 
to construct sidewalk from bridge towards Medfield. (money 
already appropriated).

6—North Main Street from Bullard Street southerly to a distance 
of 1,000’. 


7—Lewis Ave., round the sharp corner, land to be donated by 
Mr. H. Watson, Petitioned by Mr. Watson and others.

These examinations will be 
carried on over a period of years and are sponsored by the State 
Board of Public Health at no expense to the Town. This work 
is very much worthwhile and we feel that the town is fortunate 
to be able to avail itself of this opportunity to insure the future 
health of our children.

Safety 


Instruction in safety is given in all grades throughout our school] 
system and special emphasis is put on the subject in the primary 
erades. 


A regular part of the program on safety is a lecture given by a/ 
state police officer who is sent to the schools by the Governor’s 
Committee on Street and Highway Safety. 


The local Police Department is very solicitious as to the safety 
of the children and is to be commended for its work in the matter. 


In connection with safety the committee takes this opportunity 
to remind parents that there is a school committee rule requiring 
all teachers to check any telephoned requests to dismiss children 
from school. 


Josebh S. Leach 
In the death of Joseph S. Leach, which occurred on December 
9, Walpole lost one of her outstanding citizens. During his very 
active and useful life Mr. Leach was always one of the leaders or 
backers of every activity that was for the benefit of the Town 
and the welfare of its citizens. 


A graduate of Walpole High School, he was keenly interested 
in the education of the children of Walpole. Mr. Leach was one 
of the staunchest supporters of our schools and believed that high 
standards be maintained. He was a member of the School Com- 
mittee for many years, a large part of that time serving as chair- 
man until he withdrew three years ago. 


The Committee desires to express its very great regard for his 
high character and great usefulness. Endowed with intellectual 
strength and possessed of courage and experience of practical 
affairs, his life was one of constant contribution to all that is good 
and just. His death is a distinct loss to the community. It can 
truly be said of Mr. Leach that he served his fellow men, and we 
know of no finer epitaph. 


Resignation of James Hennessey 
On December 29, 1933, Mr. James Hennessey, at the age of 
seventy-eight, because of ill health, tendered his resignation as 
janitor of the High School after twenty-six years of faithful and 
devoted service. 


As janitor of the High School, Mr. Hennessey had a great re- 
sponsibility for the health and well being of our children and 
teachers as well as the care of the school building and its equip- 
ment. We feel that the reputation of the High School for clean- 
liness and the protection of our children’s health was due to the 
untiring efforts of Mr. James Hennessey, 
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The School Committee accepted Mr. Hennessey’s resignation 
with a feeling of regret and joined with his countless army of 
friends in wishing him a speedy recovery of health. 


High School Principalship 


Earle H. MacLeod resigned as principal of the High School to 
accept a similar position in his home town of Saugus. The vacan- 
cy thus created was filled by the appointment of Mr. Strout who 
had been sub-master for a number of years. 


Trans portation 


The committee has devoted a considerable number of hours to 
the study of this matter. Time and load schedules were rearran- 
ged, with the co-operation of Mr. Pierce, and additional busses 
were put into service. The Police Department has cooperated 
with this committee and the Pierce Bus Company in regulating 

the number of pupils riding on the busses. 


We feel that there has been a marked improvement in the 
transportation service and we extend to the Transportation Com- 
mittee our thanks for their cooperation in aiding all concerned 
to solve this difficult problem. 


Salaries 


The depression necessitated a reduction in the school budget 
and the committee felt that rather than impair the future welfare 
of the children which necessarily means the welfare of the town, 
the county and the state, by eliminating subjects from the courses 
of study offered it would be better to reduce all salaries in the 
department 10%. This was done with the hope and firm con- 
viction that the reduction would prove to be of a temporary nature.

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REPORT OF THE CHARLES FALES FUND SCHOLARSHIP 
COMMITTEE 


The Charles Fales Fund Scholarship Committee presents here- 
in its annual report. 


The following officers were elected at the December meeting. 
B. D. Rogers, Chairman R. H. Kannally, Secretary 


The awarding of the scholarships is based on the following 
excerpt from the will of Lewis F. Fales: 


“Tn memory of my father, one hundred thousand dollars, to 
be known as the ‘“‘Charles Fales Fund’’, to the Town of Walpole, 
Massachusetts, provided, unless a Board of Commissioners of 
Trust Funds is then existing in said Town, said Town shall have 
created a Board of Commissioners of Trust Funds in accordance 
with the laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts within two 
years from the time said Town is notified by my said Trustee 
so te do. The income from said Fund to be used for scholarships 
to be paid as hereinafter provided to students male or female, 
of the schools of the Town who become students at any univer- 
sity, college or institute. Such scholarships are to be as nearly 
as practical each for the sum of five hundred dollars annually, 
and to be paid to each undergraduate or post graduate in a uni- 
versity, college, or institute to whom it may be awarded by a 
committee to be known as the “‘Charles Fales Fund Scholarship 
Committee”, which committee shall consist of the Superintendent 
of the Schools of Walpole for the time being, the Principal of 
the High School of Walpole for the time being, and if there be 
at any time more than one High School in Walpole the Principals 
of each High School for the time being, and the members for the 
time being of the School Committee or other body having charge 
of the Schools of Walpole. The awards of scholarship shall be 
for one year and shall be made during the month of December 
of each and every year. Said Scholarship Committee shall keep 
a record of its doings and make a report to the Town at the end 
of each year. It shall so far as practical keep in touch with the 
progress and standing of each student to whom an award of a 
scholarship has been made. It is not my desire to hamper in 
any way the Committee in making their award, but there are 
three factors which I desire they should take into consideration,— 
character, scholarship, and physical and mental vigour. I also 
desire that students wishing to extend their education along 
technical lines shall, other things being equal, be given prefer- 
ence.”’

Charles Fales Fund Scholarship Cow. 
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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee of Walpole: 


“We have faith in education as the foundation of democratic 
government....... Our schools need the appreciation and 
co-operation of all those who depend upon them for the 
education of cur youth—the state’s most valuable asset.” 

Franklin D. Roosevelt. 


This, my third annual report to you, is one of progress and of 
optimism. The business of education goes on under all conditions. 
In spite of retrenchments, in spite of necessary economies and in 
spite of salary adjustments, the schools have continued to function. 
Teacher morale is high, teacher turnover is low. Standardized 
tests show that the results of teaching are more than satisfactory. 
An increasing interest of parents in what the schools are trying 
to do for their children is most pleasing; during American Educa- 
tion Week alone 359 parents visited our classrooms. 


Changes in Increased enrollment and an unusual 
Building Enrollment—distribution of pupils by grades made 

necessary the opening of an additional 
classroom at the Stone School in September. This was accom- 
plished without employing an additional teacher since it was 
possible to combine classes at the Plimpton School and so release 
one teacher. With this change, the Stone School is full'to capa- 
city; further growth will necessitate a certain amount of re-dis- 
tricting so as to make use of space at the Plimpton and possibly 
Fisher Schools. 


The Bird, Fisher and Boyden Schools continue to show no 
appreciable change in enrollment. 


The most serious situation is at the High School building. In 
1928, the seventh and eighth grades were transferred from the 
Plimpton School building to rooms in the new addition at the 
High School; at that time, four rooms easily accommodated these 
grades, but now, they completely fill six rooms. This growth 
in grades seven and eight necessarily subtracts from the number 
of classrooms available for use by the Senior High School. The 
High School Principal’s Report clearly shows the urgency of 
the situation. It is my belief that the rapid growth of the High 
School has nearly reached a high peak and that for a number of 
years the enrollment will not increase much beyond the present 
figure. The building is, however, uncomfortably filled now. The 
transfer of one or more seventh and eighth grade rooms to another 
building would materially relieve the congestion in the Senior 
High School. 
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Revision of During the year, the courses of study in all 
Courses of Study—-the elementary school subjects were revised 
; by teacher-committees. These new courses 
were mimeographed. and gathered together in book form and 
placed in the hands of all elementary school teachers. The teach- 
ers are to be commended for this painstaking work. The intro- 
duction which is reprinted here indicates the purpose, aims and 
procedures :—- 


‘These Courses of Study are the result of critical study on the 
part of special committees representing the entire administrative, 
supervisory and teaching forces of the elementary schools of 
Walpole.

lhe Committees have seen unmistakable evidence that atti- 
tudes, values and methods are changing and wish to emphasize 
the fact that these Course of Study must be regarded as tentative 
and as subject to constant revision. For the present, however, 
it is hoped that they will prove to be a real help to the teachers. 


‘In general, the aim has been to reduce to written form the 


procedures and best teaching practices which are to be found in 
our schools. In some subjects, the Course of Study has been 
prepared specifically to follow a text in use at the present time; 
in other subjects, a definite attempt at revision has been made; 
in all of them, the influence of the State Courses of Study will 
be noted. ‘ 


‘A course of study should include not only subject matter but 
method. A most commendable effort has been made by the com- 
mittees to include suggestions, devices and tried and approved 
practices which should be helpful to both new and veteran teachers. 
The committees feel that a course of study should indicate provi- 
sion for individual differences. These courses present a wealth 
of material from which the teacher may select those portions 
best suited to the needs and abilities of her pupils.” : 


Central Library of The library of supplementary readers 
Supplementary Readers—for the elementary grades has been 

located at the Stone School since 
its establishment in 1919. This year we have transferred it to 
the Plimpton School where more commodious quarters are tem- 
porarily available; transfer of sets of books from one classroom to 
another and the issuance of new sets as they are needed will be 
administered from the Superintendent’s office. Supplementary 
readers are maintained in sets of twenty books. A teacher having 
one grade in her room may have two sets of books at a time, one 
for each of her two reading divisions. Since there are about forty 
sets of different supplementary reading books available for each 
grade, a teacher has a wide range of choice which she exercises 
according to the reading needs of her class.

practices; that they shall have been stimulated and encouraged 
to an intimate interest in local and state government, public 
services, the rights and duties of citizens under the law, town 
planning in its broadest meaning; that they shall have had ade- 
quate instruction and training in Safety and Health; and that 
they shall have been prepared to make aworthy use of leisure time. 


School officials and teachers are deeply concerned regarding 
the inability of present curricula to interest and benefit many of 
the boys and girls now in school. Twenty years ago, in 1913, 
two-thirds of all the pupils in our High School were definitely 
preparing to go to college while one-third were not. Clearly, 
it was the business of the High School at that time to offer a curri- 
eulum which would meet the demands of the colleges. To-day, 
the conditions are reversed; one-third of the pupils now in our 
High School are taking courses which will prepare them for college 
while two-thirds are not. Actually, only ten percent of a gradua- 
ting class goes on to an institution of higher learning. This com- 
pares favorably with a large adjoining town where the number 
going on to college each year average less than five percent of 
the graduating class. 


It is obvious that a curriculum based on the needs of the ten 
percent planning to enter college imposes undesirable limitations 
and restrictions on the development of the ninety percent who 
will work at trades and jobs. There is every reason to believe 
that the ninety percent who do not go to college will fill positions 
which are just as honorable, just as dignified, and in many cases 
just as remunerative as will the others.

The school must adapt its offer- 
ings and methods to fit the new conditions. 


The principals and teachers of our secondary schools are alive 
to this situation. One group even now is at work on a reorganiza- 
tion of our Community Civies Course. 


The condition which I have outlined here, is receiving consider- 
ation all over the country. In this State, the Massachusetts 
Association of High School Principals is gathering materials for a 
report on the subject. 


A copy of the Walpole High School Curricula for 1933-34 im- 
mediately follows this Report. It shows that Walpole is already 
offering much. I believe the time has come when, in addition 
to the Courses listed, a Civic Education Curriculum should be 
created. 


The aim of our High School must be to provide for each pupil 
the curriculum which will enable him to achieve up to the limit 
of his capacity in education and in preparation for everyday life. 


Conclusion—I commend to your favorable consideration all 
members of the school department; all have been 
loyal and co-operative. I thank you for your wholehearted and 
intelligent support. |

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SCHOOL 
Lo Mr. Arthur C. Jones, Supt. of Schools, 


I herewith submit to you my first annual report as Principal 
of Walpole High School. 


The total enrollment at the high school to Dec. 20, 1933 was 
as follows: 


Freshmen 1 Juniors 114 
Sophomores 138 Seniors 114 
PoGe D 


Since 1929 when the new building was first occupied the en- 
rollment has been as follows: 


1928-1929 1929-1980 1930-19381 19381-1932 1932-1933 
404 422 454 492 O37 


The normal capacity for the building at that time was placed 
at 700 pupils, which has been surpassed when the enrollment of 
the Junior and Senior High Schools is considered. This means 
that we are now using the building to a greater extent than was 
planned. This year it was necessary to use the Mechanical Draw- 
ing room as a home room station and also to use the cafeteria 
every period in the school day as a study hall. The average 
attendance in the cafeteria per period is 102. This number in 
one room is too large for a study group. There is no space in 
the rear of class rooms to decrease the number in the cafeteria. 
During one period in the day Room 206 is used as a study room 


in addition to the cafeteria. Enrollment in the Junior High | 


Schools does not allow us to plan for a smaller enrollment in the 
Senior High School in the future. When the new building was 
occupied in 1929 the Senior High School, with an enrollment of 
404, had the use of rooms 105 and 106. The enrollment which 
we can expect in the future demands that we have the use of 
these rooms now occupied by the Junior High School if we are to 
maintain our high standard of work.

The athletic situation continues in a healthy condition. We 
have centralized the athletic activities in a faculty manager who 
arranges all details connected with athletics with the exception 
of the finances which are still governed by the office. Mr. Good- 
rich is making a very successful faculty manager and his work 
allows the various coaches more time for work with the members 
of the various teams. Mr. Christie and Mr. McLaughlin are 
coaching football; Mr. Christie is coaching basketball; Mr. John- 
son, ice hockey and Mr. Goodrich is coaching baseball. Mr. 
Johnson is directing the work in physical training for boys. Miss 
Wallace continues her good work as director of physical work for 
high school girls.

My fourth year as supervisor of music in Walpole is showing 
some results for which the work of the preceeding years, was plan- 
ned. The ability to read music, to carry a part other than the 
tune is now evident in all Junior and Senior High Choruses. The 
freshman chorus in the High School, in its numbers, its ability 
to handle four part music, its vigorous tone, marks a new standard 
of the possible in High School music. There are three choruses | 
in the High School. The Junior-Senior division has doubled its 
membership this year. 


There are two Glee Clubs in Senior High. One, restricted to 
a membership of 50 is preparing “‘Jolantha’’ for performance in 
April. The other, a new experiment, is studying a short opera- 
cantata which with an orchestral program will have public per- 
formance sometime during the school year. 


Bird School is presenting the operetta ““The Toy-maker’’ and 
the Plimpton Junior High the cantata “‘Rip Van Winkle.” 


The High School orchestra has been divided into two sections, 
Advanced players who are willing to devote extra time to study. 
have an evening practice. These are working on the orchestra- 
tion of “Iolantha’’ as the main project of the year. They are 
required to join with the general orchestra when occasion demands. 
Thus the scope of the music and the interest of all the players is 
much broadened. 


The study of instrumental music still proceeds. I understand 
that some 80 students are enrolled for piano. Stringed instru- 
ments have fewer pupils. Those who have made good progress 
are keeping up their study.

To Mrs. Arthur C. Jones, Superintendent of Schools 


I am pleased to submit my annual report as Supervisor of 
Foods and Clothing in the Walpole Schools. 


A girl graduating from the Household Arts course given at the 
High School has studied during her training: home management; 
interior decorating; household budgeting; proper feeding of adults, 
children and infants; care of children; preserving foods; market- 
ing; clothing as to remodelling and making of new garments, 
selection and care of clothing, and clothing budget; in short— 
household technique and clothing. 


This course prepares the girls for further study in hospital 
training, dietetics, or food specialization. We have also placed 
several girls in jobs after completing the course at High School. 


There are c’asses in practice work in both foods and clothing 
open to any girl in High School as an elective subject and the 
classes are arranged for afternoon work. There was an in- 
erease in enrollment in these classes this year and we are again 
having the three voluntary ‘‘after-school”’ classes weekly. 


The foods and clothing classes in Grades and Junior High School 
have been conducted according to the program sent to your office 
at a previous date. 


Miss Schueler and I made up a large Christmas basket this year. 
It consisted of endless attractive articles that were also useful 
and inexpensive that the girls might use as Christmas gifts. It 
proved to be a most popular part of the year’s program. The 
idea of making something for someone else seemed to be the draw- 
ing card also. 


A small percentage of our lost patronage has returned in the 
cafeteria for our hot lunches. The cafeteria remains self-sup- 
porting and there are very few school cafeterias that can make 
such a’statement at the end of such a trying year as 1933.

I herewith submit my annual report as Supervisor of Physical 
Education for girls. 


As in the past all work, in so far as possible, has been carried 
on out of doors. The fall and spring months are devoted entirely 
to a program of games. 


In winter the activities are more varied, consisting of rhythm 
plays, folk dances, marching, formal gymnastics and games. 
The program varies according to the facilities of the different 
buildings. : 

During last winter and spring we had an “‘after school’ program 
of interclass basket ball and baseball in the High School and 
Junior High. Afternoons in the fall are devoted to the girls’ 
field hockey team at the High School. 

Last May the Bird School gave a public demonstration of all 
physical education activities, in which every child in the school 
took part. 

We are feeling a great need for game equipment in most of the 
schools. This year Fisher and Plimpton Schools supplemented 
their equipment out of money they had raised. The other schools 
were unable to do this and are, in consequence, suffering a lack 


of playground material.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL PHYSICIAN FOR THE HIGH 
AND PLIMPTON SCHOOLS 


To Mr. A. C. Jones, Superintendent of Schools 

The examinations of the year have been rather uneventful 
with one exception, to be noted later. Possibly a few number 
of children requiring operation on nose and throat, as these now 
are attended to in many instances before the child reaches the 
middle grades and even before entering school. This last is to be 
particularly encouraged. 

The preventive inoculations have been given as before. 

A larger number than usual were found who have neglected 
the hygiene of the feet. A considerable number also had weak 
ankles due to over use or a lack of strength in the pronator muscles. 
A considerable number of cases of flatfoot also were found and 
reported. 

In order to clear away any doubt as to the extent and importance 
of any heart and respiratory affections among the football and 
hockey squads, a prominent specialist of Boston, Dr. W. H. Robey, 
tendered his services, which were gratefully received. The play- 
ers were carefully examined and in all but a very few it was felt 
that no harm could result from the hard playing that is expected 
from these squads. 

In closing I wish again to commend the work of the physical 
director and dental hygienist which are of the greatest value 


to the town.

In view of the 
unemployment situation, there might easily have been a larger 
number than usual of undernourished children left without milk, 
but with the contributions from the Walpole Health Center, from 
the local organizations, and from many private individuals, we 
feel that the Walpole children have been very well cared for. 


A great deal of corrective work, chiefly tonsils and adenoids, 
has been accomplished; the needy and urgent cases have been 
given the preference, as usual. This was made possible by the 
generosity of the local organizations, Lend-A-Hand Club, Mothers’ 
Club, and the Visiting Nurse Association.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE WALPOLE 
PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The Board of Trustees of the Walpole Public Library submits 
its annual report for the year 1933 and would call attention to the 
report of the Librarian, herewith presented for the detailed statis- 
tics of the work of the Library. 


The Board organized with Col. W. M. Whitman as chairman, 
Mrs. H. L. Goddard as secretary and Mr. Warren Milliken as 
treasurer. 


The staff during 1933 has been made up of Miss Ruth Balch, 
Librarian, Miss Eleanor MacLean, Children’s Librarian and 
Miss Katherine Lewis, Assistant Librarian. The Misses Morrissey 
of South Walpole, students in the Library School of Simmons 
College have assisted whenever a need arose During the last 
two months, Mrs. Anne Wilson of East Walpole has had charge 
of the Deposit station in the Bird School Mr George Hubbard 
has continued as caretaker. The Trustees would gratefully 
acknowledge the faithful and efficient services of all these persons 
to whom the success of the Library for this year is due. Deprived 
of the promised increases in salaries they have cheerfully given 
even more untiring effort and have made the decreased appro- 
priation stretch to the greatest possible extent. 


It is to be hoped that the appropriation for 1934 will be large 


enough to allow greater purchase of books, since the lack of new | 


books not only disappoints the reading public but increases the 
task of the Librarians. 


The work on the Historical Room in the basement has been 


completed and it is a very attractive exhibition room. At present, — 


it is being used by the women who are knitting for the C. W. A. 


In. September of 1938, Bird and Son felt it necessary to dis- 
continue the support of the East Walpole Branch Library. In 
view of the decreased appropriation for 1933, this situation® was 
a serious one. ‘The School Committee helped solve the problem 
by generously giving the use of a room in Bird School By using 
money budgeted for the purchase of books, the trustees have man- 
aged the Branch three hours a day for three days a week. 


This curtailed service is, of course, unsatisfactory to East Wal- 
pole citizens. The Trustees have long felt that a section of town 
in which live such a large number of the borrowers of the Library, 
should have a full time Branch Library. They outlined a plan 
for such in the report submitted to the town in 1931 and inserted 
an article in the Town Meeting Warrant for 1932, asking for this 
enlargement of Library service. This was indefinitely postponed, 
on recommendation of the Finance committee, due to the economic 
stress of the times. 
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This year interested citizens of East Walpole have presented 
a petition to the Trustees and the Selectmen asking for such a 
Branch Library. The Trustees have gone on record as ready to 
renew their offer of 1931, namely to purchase and equip a build- 
ing, using part of the Charles Sumner Bird Fund, if the town 
votes to accept such a building and assume the extra expense of 
maintaining such a branch, as shown in our budget submitted 
for 1934—about $3000. 


The Board of Trustees wishes to publicly acknowledge the great 
service which Bird and Son have rendered the Town in furnishing 
for nearly twenty years, a home for the East Walpole Branch 
Library, over which Miss Annette Blaney has so untiringly and 
successfully presided. 


The Board thanks all those who have aided the work of the 
Library, either by gifts or by constructive criticisms. The Library 
belongs to the people and suggestions for the improvement of 
its work are always welcomed. 


Our budget for 1934 requests an appropriation of $6679. for 
the main Library and $1133. for the East Walpole Branch if car- 
ried on as at present or $2614. if the town votes to maintain a 
full time Branch there. :

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 
(As submitted to the Library Trustee) 


The events of the past year in the Library may be reviewed 
very briefly, since the character of our budget, in common with 
most budgets for this period, allowed us only the necessities with 
which to carry on the routine work. 


It was April before the way could be seen to purchase any books, 
and then adult fiction was bought—sparingly—while the juvenile 
collection was left to its own devices until October, when the 
proximity of Children’s Book Week in November made the need 
there imperative. The books bought at this time were placed 
on exhibition in the Trustees’ Room from November 12-18, as 
were also the Newbery Prize winners. This prize has been 
given for the past twelve years for the most outstanding children’s 
book written during the year. 


The Historical Room was completed and opened in August. 
There may be found valuable contributions to the history of 
Walpole, genealogical information, the collection of books and 
other material presented by Isaac Newton Lewis, and an authen- 
tic reproduction of the fireplace of our forefathers. 


In September the East Walpole Branch was moved to a room 
in the Bird School, and the management taken over by the staff 
of the Main Library. Since this arrangement seriously impaired 
the service given in the Main Library, which is at present under- 
staffed, on November 1 Mrs. Anne Wilson took up the duties 
at the Branch Library, which is open from 2 to 5 o’clock Monday, 
Wednesday, and Friday in the school building. At the same time 
a change was made at the branch deposit stations, Emily Morrissey 
going to the Fisher School every Wednesday from 2 to 4, and 
Adeline Morrissey to the Boyden School on the same day from 
2-30 to 4. The added expense involved in the above procedures 
proved a severe strain on our already over-taxed finances, but 
the emergency had to be met. 


The cooperation and interest of the Trustees is much apprecia- 
ted by the Library staff, their splendid spirit serving as a worthy 
guide in the year’s work.

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit 
of the books and accounts of the town of Walpole for the year 


ending December 31, 1933, and submit the following report there- 
on: | 


The books and accounts of the town accountant were examined 
and checked with the treasurer’s books and with the records in 
the several departments collecting money for the town. 


The appropriations, as entered in the ledger, were checked to 
the town clerk’s records of appropriations voted by the town. 
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The ledger accounts were analyzed, the necessary adjusting 
entries were made, and a balance sheet was prepared showing 
the financial condition of the town as of December 31, 1988. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined 
and checked. The recorded receipts were analyzed and com- 
pared with the records in the departments collecting money for 
the town and with the other sources from which money was paid 
into the town treasury, while the payments were checked with 
oo warrants authorizing the disbursement of town 
unds. 


The payments of maturing debt, revenue loans, and interest 
were proved with the amounts falling due and with the cancelled 
securities on file. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the invest- 
ments of the trust funds in the custody of the treasurer were 
examined and listed. The income was proved and the with- 
Si were checked with the receipts as shown on the treasurer’s 

ooks. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined 
and checked. The taxes outstanding at the time of the previous 
examination were audited, and all subsequent commitments of 
taxes were reconciled with the assessors’ warrants. The payments 
to the treasurer for the several levies were compared with the 
treasurer’s cash book, the abatements were checked with the 
assessors’ records of abatements granted, and the outstanding 
accounts were listed and reconciled with the accounts as shown 
in the accountant’s ledger. 


Verification notices were mailed to a number of persons whose 
names appeared on the books as owing money to the town. 
Among the replies received were four from taxpayers claiming 
that their taxes were paid, and these cases are still being investi- 
gated. From the remaining replies it appears that the outstand- 
ing accounts, as listed, are correct. 


In examining the collector’s records it was found that various 
1931 and 1932 tax accounts, on which collections had been made, 
had been re-opened and the collections in whole or in part credited 
to the same taxpayers for the taxes of 1928 and 1929. ‘These 
changes, in most cases, were made at least a year after the date 
of collection. 


Provision should be made by the assessors for the deficits in 
the overlay accounts of 1931, 1932, and 1933, as required by Sec- 
- tion 23, Chapter 59, General Laws. 


The town clerk’s records of sporting and of dog licenses were 
examined, the payments to the State being verified with the 
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receipts on file and the payments to the town treasurer being 
compared with the treasurer’s cash book. 


The commitments of water charges were examined and checked. 
The recorded payments to the treasurer were compared with the 
treasurer’s cash book, the abatements were verified, and the out- 
standing accounts were listed and reconciled with the accoun- 
tant’s ledger. 


The accounts of the health, public welfare, and school depart- 
ments, in addition to all other departments collecting money for 
the town or committing bills for collection, were examined and 
reconciled with the accountant’s and the treasurer’s books. 


The surety bonds of the treasurer, collector, town clerk, and 
town engineer for the faithful performance of their duties were 
examined and found to be in proper form. 


In addition to the balance sheet mentioned above, there are 
appended to this report tables showing a reconciliation of the 
treasurer’s cash, summaries of the tax and assessment accounts, 
as well as tables showing the trust fund transactions. 


For the courtesies extended by the various town officials dur- 
ing the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants 
and for myself, to express appreciation.

REPORT OF HARRY A. WHITING, TREASURER OF WALPOLE 
For the year ending December 31, 1933 


To the Citizens of Walpole, 

The problem of providing sufficient funds to meet the demands of the town 
in 1933 has been a difficult one and I doubt if any of the former 22 Treasurers, 
who have preceded me since the incorporation of the town in 1724, had a more 
perplexing year. 

On March 4th at about 9.45 A. M. I was notified that a Bank Holiday had 
been declared by the National Government and no money would be available 
for payrolls. 

There were many among those ae were waiting for their weekly pay at 
my office who were entirely without funds to maintain themselves and families 
for another day and a suspension of payments to them by the town would have 
been a serious matter. 

Fate, if you so wish to interpret it, was kind to the town as I happened to 
have an unusual amount of cash on hand this Saturday morning and I was ape 
to meet all payroll demands in full. 

Between March 4th and March 15th, when the banks re-opened, we were 
able to secure enough cash to give all on our lists at least $10.00 each week. 

A note of the town became due before funds could be borrowed but one of 
our large tax payers paid their 1932 taxes which enabled me to pay the obliga- 
tion on the due date and maintain the credit of the town thereby. 

For several months after the Bank Holiday has passed it was very difficult 
for the town to borrow the funds necessary to finance the requirements of the 
several departments as sources from whom I had obtained funds for twenty 
years were, for reasons known to me, closed to the town. 

The problem of reducing the amount of our tax bills should have the cooper- 
ation of every citizen as it seems to be increasingly hard for our tax payers to 
meet the amounts levied on their property. 

It was suggested by some sources in town that “A Payless Pay Day,”’ or 
default on a town Bond or Note, might awaken the taxpayers to the serious- 
ness of the Tax situation. 
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A Payless Payday would mean more hungry children and, in my opinion, 
no tax situation would ever be acute enough to add further privations to those 
who through no fault of their own, are not so fortunate as many of us are. 

For 200 years the credit of the Town of Walpole has been maintained by 
paying its obligations when due and any departure from this procedure would 
cost present and future generations large aditional sums of money in increased 
interest charges. 

With our credit maintained at its present high standard the lender of money 
considers there is little chance of his not receiving his principal and interest 
when due and he quotes a low rate when the market warrants it. 

If our credit was impaired by the default of an obligation on its due date 
those who would loan us money would charge a rate high enough to pay for 
the chances which they might have to assume if further notes, bonds or interest 
were defaulted. 

We have been particularly fortunate in having the assistance and cooper- 
ation of the Walpole Trust Company in financing the town during the past year. 

Since its incorporation in 1917 they have been very helpful and loyal to 
the best interests of the town and in 1933 I doubt if we could have weathered 
the “financial storm”’ if it were not for the assistance which they so cheerfully 
gave us. 

In the interests of economy I have reduced the amount of detail in report- 


ing the receipts for the year but these are shown in the report of the Town 


Accountant.

ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 


Monday, January 16, 1933 with adjourned meetings on 
Feb. 13, Feb. 20, March 13, March 27, March 28, April 3, 
and April 10, 1933. 


The Warrant was issued by the Selectmen under date of 
January 3, 1933 and was signed by John J. Easton, Albert 
T. Olson, Thomas B. Ahearn, James Daggett, and John 
Dalton, Selectmen of Walpole. The Warrant called for 
the election by ballot of five Selectmen, one Town Treas- 
urer, one Collector of Taxes, one Moderator, five members 
of the Town Planning Board, all for one year; one Assessor 
of Taxes, two members of the School Committee, two mem- 
bers of the Public Library Trustees, all for three years; 
one Commissioner of Trust Funds for three years, also the 
following question to be voted upon by ballot: Shall an 
Act passed by the General Court in the year nineteen hun- 
dred and thirty-one, entitled, ‘An Act establishing a part 
of the Boundary between the Towns of Walpole and Fox- 
borough’ be accepted?’’ The proper service of the Warrant 
was attested by Levi S. Thompson, Constable of Walpole. 
All of the requirements of the Statutes and By-Laws re- 
lating to elections and Town Meetings were complied with. 


Pursuant to the foregoing warrant, at a legal meeting the in- 
habitants of Precinct 1, of the Town of Walpole, qualified to 
vote in elections, met in the Town Hall, in said Walpole, on Mon- 
day, the 16th day of January, 1983 at 5.45 o’clock in the fore- 
noon, and thé inhabitants of Precinct 2, of said Town of Walpole, 
qualified to vote in elections met in the East Walpole Fire Station 
in East Walpole and the inhabitants of Precinct 3, of said Town 
of Walpole, qualified to vote in elections, met in the Community 
House, in South Walpole, in said Town, on the same date and 
at the same hour to bring in their votes for the officers and question 
as called for in said warrant. 


The meeting in Precinct 1 was called to order by J. Henry 
Ryan, Warden, Warden of said Precinct, who acted as presiding 
officer. He was assisted by the following election officers: Frank

H. Ryan and Hawkesworth M. Watson. 
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The meeting in Precinct 2 was called to order by John J. White, 
Warden of said Precinct, who acted as presiding officer. He was 
assisted by the following election officers: Albert W. Smith, William 
F. Geary, Melvin Hixson, Albert R. Jenkins, Frederick Kinsman, 
James W. Hammond and Bernard McCabe. 


The meeting in Precinct 3 was called to order by Clinton P. 
Shufelt, Warden of said Precinct, who acted as presiding officer. 
He was assisted by the following election officers: Severe Auclair, 
Benjamin Follett and Howard H. Boyden. 


The meetings in each Precinct were conducted in like manner 
and in accordance with the law.

Pursuant to the Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting, 
the adjournment thereof was held in the Auditorium of 
the High School Building, Walpole, on Monday, February

On motion presented by Mr. Roundy which was duly seconded,

Voted, that the proceeds of Dog Taxes for the current fiscal year 
be appropriated to the maintenance of the schools. 


Under this article Mr. Towle stated that he had heard that a 
Hospital was to be erected on land which was a part of the Wal-

pole Water Shed and he made a motion ‘“‘That the Selectmen be 
instructed to investigate the matter of a hospital to be erected 
on land which is a part of the Walpole Water Shed and report 
back to a future town meeting.” 


Mr. Libby, town engineer, made an explanation as to how this 
matter stood at present. He stated that a permit had been 
eranted for the erection of a hospital on land near the super- 
highway but at the time the permit was granted, it was not realized 
that it was on land on or bordering on our water shed. When 
it was discovered that the land was a part of the water shed the 
former town counsel wrote to the authorities who will have charge 
of the erection of said hospital revoking the permit but no reply 
had been received from them. 


Mr. O’Brien stated that he was of the opinion that if the per- 
mit had been revoked that there was nothing to investigate. 


The motion of Mr. Towle being again put before the house, 
it was 


Voted, that the Selectmen be instructed to investigate the matter 
of a hospital to be erected on land which is a part of the Walpole 
Water Shed and report back to a future town meeting. 


Mr. John J. Fitzhenry brought up the question of House Bill 
No. 120 now before the House of Representatives relative to the 
town of Walpole extending its water mains to furnish water to 
the Pondville Hospital at Norfolk and asked for an expression 
of the Selectmen in regard to this and also to an extension of 
the water into Sharon. He stated that a hearing would be held 
at the State House next Monday on House Bill No. 120. 


Mr. Roundy read a copy of House Bill No. 120 which he had. 
Mr. Libby stated he was in favor of extending the water to the 
Pondville Hospital in Norfolk as we had a sufficient supply and 
the town needed the revenue as the water revenue had decreased 
considerably owing to the fact that the larger factories were not 
now using our water. He explained relative to an extension of 
the water made over the line into Sharon. This was at a dead 
end where it is always necessary to flush out the pipe and waste a 
lot of water. He stated that Mr. Dunn, the new taker, had paid 
all expense of installation and the Selectmen and Water Com- 
missioners had written letters, on file in his office, stating that they 
had no objection to the extension. 


Mr. Jepson, Mr. Chandler and Mr. Daggett spoke against any 
extension of the water mains into Norfolk. 


On motion made by Mr. Fitzhenry, with an amendment by 
Mr. O’Brien, which was duly seconded, it was 
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Voted, that it is the sense of this meeting that the voters are op- 
posed. to the extension of our water mains into the town of Nor- 
folk and that we are opposed to the enactment of House Bill No. 
120 of the Senate and House of Representatives in General Court 
assembled, “An Act authorizing the Town of Walpole to supply 
Water to the Pondville Hospital in Norfolk’, and the town clerk | 
is hereby instructed to furnish a certified copy of this vote to the 
Committee of the Legislature on said House Bill No. 120. 


On motion made by Mr. Jepson and seconded, it was 


Voted, that a Committee be appointed-by the Moderator to in- 
vestigate and revise the rules, regulations and rates of the Water 
Department and report back to a future town meeting for action 
with recommendations. 


Article 36. Tosee what action the Town will take relative 
to the abolition of the Washington Street Crossing in Fox- 
borough, being the crossing over Washington Street over 
the Fitchburg-New Bedford Division of the N. Y. N. H. & 
H. R. R. Company, ‘raise and appropriate money therefor, 
or do or act anything in relation thereto. (Planning Board) 


The Moderator asked for an explanation from the Planning 
Board as to why this article was inserted in the warrant. 


Mr. Fitzhenry of the Planning Board explained that there is 
a dangerous railroad crossing in the town of Foxborough but it 
is So near to the Walpole town line that if it is abolished this town 
will have to stand part of the expense of abolishing same. This 
town did such a good job in the abolishment of the railroad cross- 
ing at Lincoln Road, expense of which was shared by the State, 
County and Railroad Co., that the Planning Board has been 
approached by the Railroad Company in regard to abolishing 
this crossing on Washington Street in Foxborough. 


Mr. Sheehan of the Planning Board also spoke in favor of this 
abolishment stating that there were several houses on the line 
and some valuable land would be opened up for development. 
Mr. Guild, owner of this land, stated he was in favor of the pro- 
posed layout to make the abolishment of this crossing possible. 
Mr. Whiting also spoke in favor of this crossing of the railroad 
being abolished and said that it was so near the Walpole town line 
that if the Railroad Company ever does decide to abolish it, we 
will be obliged to stand part of the expense. 


Mr. Chandler was opposed to opening up any entrances to the 
super highway. 


No action was taken under this article. 
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Article 45. To see if the Town will vote to raise, apro- 
priate or transfer a sum of money to replace one 1919 Ford 
Truck and one 1925 Ford Truck for two small dump trucks, 
or do or act anything in relation thereto. (Town Engineer) 


Motion was made by the Chairman of the Appropriation Com- 
mittee and seconded, ““That the Town raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,600.00 for the purchase of two (2) new dump trucks, 
said sum to be expended under the direction of the Town Engin- 
eer.” 


In answer to a question of Mr. O’Brien’s, Mr. Allen, Chairman 
of the Appropriation Committee, stated that this article had been 
acted upon at a special meeting of the Committee at which eight 
members were present and all eight had voted in favor of the 
article as presented. Mr. O’Brien stated he had received a tele- 
phone from a member of the Appropriation Committee who told 
him that he had received notice this morning relative to the special 
meeting of the Committee which he considered very short notice. 
Mr. O’Brien was of the opinion that action on this article should 
lay over until the adjourned town meeting. 


Mr. Roundy spoke in favor of the article being passed as it 
would help out in providing work for the unemployed and he 
spoke in detail of seriousness of the unemployment situation.

Mr. Allen stated that the Appropriation Committee had voted 
in favor of articles 47 to 57 inclusive.

The 
selectmen shall include in their estimates the salaries and expenses 
connected with their own office, and the salaries of all other town 
officers shall be included in the estimate for the office, department 
or branch of tHe public service of which they are in charge. The 
treasurer, shall, in addition to his estimate of the amount required 
for the maintenance of his own office, prepare a separate state- 
ment indicating the amounts required for the payment of interest 
on the town debt and for the payment of such portions of the town 
debt as may become due during the succeeding year. 


Chapter 41, Section 60—General Laws:— 


The town accountant shall immediately upon the close of the 
financial year compile statements in tabulated form showing 
the amounts appropriated and the amounts expended from each 
appropriation during the preceding year, and the estimates for 
the current year, and shall forthwith furnish a copy thereof to 
the selectmen, or to such committee as the town may appoint to 
consider and report on proposed appropriations.

At 7:30 A. M. on March 28, 1933 in the High School Audi- 
torium, the adjourned Town Meeting was called to order 
by Henry W. Caldwell, Moderator.

Tax Collector, 
Francis Dalton answered that the financial condition of the town 
was excellent and if he was called upon to collect 1932 taxes he 
could get them but the law allowed him to carry them a certain 
time and he allowed all the favor possible. He had not had to 
sell one piece of property except that of people who had moved 
away and they were not house owners. 


In answer to Mr. O’Brien’s question, Mr. Allen stated that the 
salaries had been reduced on a 15% basis, but when Mr. O’Brien 
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asked if it was not a basis of 20% for the year but ealled 15% 
because only nine months are to be used, he answered in the affir- 
mative.

A motion was made by R. H. Kannally, and seconded, “That 
the Town transfer the Dog Tax for the year 1932, amounting to 
$1245.16, to the School Department.” 

A substitute motion ‘‘That this article be indefinitely post- 
poned” was presented but on being put to a vote, it was voted 
in the negative.

Article 2. To see whether the Town will establish a

Moved and seconded, that the Town amend the Town Zoning 
Law, Section 18, by adding thereto the following: “To protect 
the safety and welfare of the inhabitants, a front yard set-back 


of seventy-five (75) feet of clear space between the street line and © 


the front line of buildings erected thereon, is hereby established 
on that portion of the Boston-Providence highway known as 
Route No. 1 extending from the Walpole-Norwood Town Line 
to the Sharon-Walpole Town Line and from the Sharon-Walpole 
Town Line to the Foxboro-Walpole Town Line, as indicated on 
a map filed with the Town Clerk.” 


Mr. Fitzhenry of the Planning Board explained why the Plan- 
ning Board favored this set-back. Mr. Urmston objected to this 
75 foot set-back as if it was passed he could not build any future 
construction on his present site which is 66 feet back. Mr. Bock 
favored a 50 foot set-back rather than a 75 foot.

Mr. Higgins for the Appropriation Committee presented a 
motion “That this article be indefinitely postponed.”’

August 14, 1933 


The Warrant was issued by the Selectmen under date of 
August 4, 1933 and was signed by Charles P. Roundy, John 
J. Easton, Willis D. McLean, John Dalton and Thomas B. 
Ahearn, Selectmen of Walpole. The proper service of the 
Warrant was attested by Levi S. Thompson, Constable of 
Walpole. All of the requirements of the statutes and By- 
Laws relating to Town Meetings were complied with. 


Pursuant to the foregoing Warrant, a Special Town Meet- 
ing was called to order at 8.00 P. M. on August 14, 1933 by 
Katherine J. Higgins, Town Clerk. 


In the absence of the Moderator, Henry W. Caldwell, 
the meeting was called to order at 8 P. M. by Katherine J.

During the past few weeks, this town has been saddened by 
the death of two of its prominent citizens, men who have served 
this community faithfully as officials, members of communities 
and as private citizens. No words of eulogy are needed, for 
their actions have spoken more forcefully than anything that 
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might be said here but I do think that it would be very fitting 
at this time, before we proceed with the business of the evening, 
if this assembly should rise and stand in a silent tribute to the 
memory of Joseph 8S. Leach and-Henry M. Stowell, 


and I so move.”’ 


In response to the above motion, the entire assembly stood in 
silent tribute to Joseph 8S. Leach and Henry M. Stowell.

(Peti- 
tion of John Collins O’Brien and others.) 


Mr. John GC. O’Brien asked if the Chair ruled for rescinding of 
vote taken March 28, 1933 under article 16 in so far as it applied 
to compensation of Selectmen and the Moderator replied in the 
affirmative. 


On motion made by Mr. O’Brien, and seconded, it was Voted; 
that the vote of the Town under Article 16 on March 28, 1933 
in so far as it applies to the compensation of the Selectmen be 
and hereby is rescinded. 


A motion was then presented by Mr. O’Brien, “That the com- 
pensation for the Selectmen for the year ending Dec. 31, 19385 
shall be $1171.92.” 


A substitute motion presented by the Chairman of the Appro- 
- priation Committee, and seconded, “That this Article be in- 
definitely postponed’”’ was voted in the negative. 


After a general discussion relative to the question of the Select- 
men being paid compensation, the original motion as presented 
by Mr. O’Brien was put to a vote and it was Voted, That the com- 
pensation for the Selectmen for the year ending Dec. 31, 1933 
shall be $1171.92. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate or transfer from the Excess and Deficiency Ac- 
count or any other account or accounts or all of them, the 
sum of $846.92 to the Selectmen’s Salaries Account. (Peti- 
tion of John Collins O’Brien and others) or do or act any- 
thing in relation thereto. 


On motion made by Mr. O’Brien, and seconded, it was 


Voted, that the Town transfer from Excess & Deficiency ac- 
count the sum of $846.92 as additional compensation for the 
Selectmen for the year ending Dec. 31, 1933, which amount with 
the sum of $325.00 already paid shall be the compensation of said 
Selectmen for said year.

18, 1933 by Kenneth E. McIntyre, Engineer’’, or do or act 
anything in relation thereto. 


On motion made and seconded, it was Voted, that the Town 
accept the report of the Board of Selectmen acting as the Board 
of Survey, being an acceptance of Federal Street so-called, from 
Main Street to a point approximately 870 feet southeasterly from 
Main Street, according to a plan entitled “Plan and Profile of 
Federal Street, Walpole, Mass., October 18, 1933 by Kenneth E. 
McIntyre, Engineer,” said plan and report being on file with the 
Town Clerk. | 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to accept a re- 
port of the Board of Selectmen acting as the Board of Sur- 
vey relative to the acceptance of Gould Avenue, so-called, 
approximately 1020 feet southwesterly from Coney Street, 
according to a Plan entitled ‘‘Plan and Profile of Gould 
Avenue, Walpole, Mass., dated December 1, 1933 by Ken- | 
neth E. McIntyre, Engineer’’, or do or act anything in 
relation thereto. 


On motion made and seconded, it was Voted; that the Town 
accept the report of the Board of Selectmen acting as the Board 
of Survey, being an acceptance of Gould Avenue, so-called, ap- 
proximately 1020 feet southwesterly from Coney Street, accord- 
ing to a plan entitled ‘‘Plan and Profile of Gould Avenue, Walpole, 
Mass., December 1, 1933 by Kenneth E. McIntyre, Engineer,” 
said plan and report being on file with the Town Clerk.

The Chairman of the Selectmen explained why this article 
had been iuserted in the warrant, namely, that it came to the 
attention of certain town citizens that the Multibestos Company 
were making plans to remove their plant from Walpole and when 
this information was given to the Selectmen, it was decided to 
have the town counsel interview Mr. Dewey of the Multibestos 
Company to see if any inducements could be made to have them 
leave their plant in town. Mr. Dewey told the town counsel 
that he could not make a definite statement as he did not know 
what will turn up in a business way but he intimated that if cer- 
tain abatements were made in the 1932 and 1933-taxes of the 
Multibestos Company, it would be their intention to leave their 
plant in Walpole. 


A long discussion on this article followed, Mr. Roundy, Chair- 
man of the Selectmen, Mr. Higgins, Chairman of the Appropria- 
tion Committee, Mr. Ballou, Mr. Fitzhenry and Mr. R. H. Hen- 
nessey in favor of the article being passed. Mr. Anderson read a 
letter to the selectmen, from Mr. Philip R. Allen, who was un- 
able to be present, stating he was in favor of granting the abate- 
ments of taxes to the Multibestos Company. 


Mr. John CG. O’Brien was opposed to the abatements asked for | 
being granted as he stated such action would be in opposition 
to all laws of taxation. 


Mr. Francis Dalton thought the matter should stand until the 
voters had more time to consider it. Dr. Banks was also opposed 
to this article being passed. 


The Moderator thought an opinion should be expressed by 
the voters at this meeting and 


On motion made and seconded, it was Voted, that it is the sense 
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of this meeting that the Board of Assessors make such abatements 
and adjustments of taxes to the Multibestos Company as will 
insure its continuing in business in its present plant in Walpole 
and that the Board of Assessors is requested to act accordingly. 


Article 15. Toseeif the Town will vote to adopt a general 
plan for a sewer system for the Town or any part thereof 
under the provisions of Chapter 120 of the Acts of 1930, or 
do or act anything in relation thereto. 


Under this article the Chairman of the Selectmen read a list of 
the streets that would be served by sewer system if this plan is 
adopted. Mr. McLean of the Board of Selectmen explained that 
the plan referred to in this article is the old original plan of E. 
Worthington of Dedham but same has been extended and ampli- 
fied by Fay, Spofford & Thorndike, Consulting Engineers. 


On motion made and seconded, it was Voted, that the Town, 
under the authority of the Acts of 1930 adopt as the general plan 
for a sewer system the plan submitted to the Selectmen, acting 
as Sewer Commissioners, by Erastus Worthington, Civil Engineer, © 
in his report to them dated December 30, 1930 as such plan has 
been extended and amplified by the report of Fay, Spofford & 
Thorndike, Consulting Engineers, dated December 13, 1932, 
both reports being on file with the Selectmen. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for the construction of lateral 
sewers under the plan for a sewerage system adopted under 
the authority of Chapter 120 of the Acts of 1930, and author- 
ize the Selectmen to petition the Federal Government for 
a grant of money under the National Industrial Recovery 
Act and accept such grant, and to provide by borrowing 
or otherwise any sum of money that is required to be raised 
by the Town for completing such project, or take any action 
relative thereto. 


Mr. Francis Dalton and Mr. John Donnelly were appointed 
Tellers by the Moderator and sworn in by the Moderator. 


The Chairman of the Appropriation Committee reported that 
his Committee were in favor of this article being passed. Mr. 
Ballou did not think that the Town should accept this proposal 
and Mr. Hennessey hoped that hasty action would not be taken. 


At this point, Mr. Ballou made a motion, which was seconded, 
and it was Voted, that the time of closing this meeting be advanced 
tot PAM: 


Further discussion followed, Mr. Easton and Mr. Anderson 
being in favor of the Article being passed. 


On motion made and seconded, it was 
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Voted, that there be raised and appropriated the sum of 
$125,000.00 for the purpose of extending the main outfall sewer 
and constructing lateral sewers as a part of the Walpole sewer 
system; that the Selectmen, acting as Sewer Commissioners, be 
authorized and directed to apply to the Federal Emergency Ad- 
ministration of Public Works for a grant and loan of this amount 
for such purpose. All money received from the Federal Govern- 
ment under the National Industrial Recovery Act on account 
of such project shall be applied to meet the appropriation herein 
made, and to meet the balance of said appropriation the Treasurer, 
with the approval of the Selectmen, shall be authorized to borrow 
said sum and to issue bonds or notes of the town therefor, said 
bonds or notes to be payable in accordance with the National 
Industrial Recovery Act and, in so far as not inconsistent with 
said Act; in accordance with Chapter 366 of the Acts of 1933, 
Chapter 120 of the Acts of 1938, and Chapter 44 of the General 
Laws. ‘The whole loan shall be paid in not more than thirty (30) 
years or at such period as may be determined by the Emergency 
‘Finance Board, referred to in said Chapter 366 of the Acts of 19338.
